SNOW AND FROST 


SUCCEEDED BY HIGHER TEMPERA- 
TURB AND SUNSHINE, 


Cotton Believed to be Severely Nipped, While Wheat 
Mey be Benefitted—The Reporte From the 
Differsnt Counties ]— Saow in Rabun, 
Towns and White Counties—E e. 


The worst has passed. There was frost yes- 
terday morning, but the vegetation in and 
around the city showed little evidence of it 
Frost on the 23d of May is simply unprece- 
dented in this climate. Early yesterday 
morning the thermometer showeda decided 
rise and began to rapidiy recover from its 
fall to43. By noon the temperature was 
pleasant and the mercury got up into the 
fifties tostay. The force of the chill north 
wind had beer spent and the gentle warmth 
of May began to reassert its sway. The night 
was ten degrees warmer than its predecessor, 
and today will carry the mercury. still 
further toward a normal height for the last 
of May. 

IS THE CROPS INJURED” 

Itis still the opinion at the agricultural 
department that cotton has suffered beavily, 
though the extent of the damage cannot be 
computed with anything like accuracy yet. 
Wheat will be the gainer by the chill that 
burt cotton. Corn and oats will not -be mate- 
rially affected, nor wiil the general fruit crop. 
The record of the weather of Monday and 
Tué@sday will long remain unparalileied in 
this region, while the frost of yesterday 
morning, Wuich now sounds so strange, will 
in a few years he distrust:d as a myth.

CRAWFORD, Ga., May~3.—Fruait was report- 
ed dumaged in Oglethorpe last.evening, and 
tender vegetation was nipped. A _ disease 
has broken out among the horses here simi- 
lar to epizootic. 

Co_umBus, May 23 —A slight frost was felt 
this murning. but the weather has moderated 
during the day. It is clear and cool to-night. 
The damage to the crops is not known, but it 
is thought to be only slight. 

Macon, May 23—The weather is greatly 
moderated, Itis quite warm.to-day. Opin- 
ion still prevails that no appreciable damage 
has been done to the crops. 

ATHENS, Ga., May 23.—Frost was reported 
from Jackson, Oconee and Oylethorpe coun- 
ties this morning. A light damage to cotton. 
Snow fell in Clayton, Rabun, White and 
Lumpkin counties, ail along the Biue Ridge 
belt yesterday. Peaches are rip@ning 
at Belton, twenty miles from the snow. 

Stone Mountain, May 23.—Frost here this 
morning. Little damage reported as yet. 

Rome, May 25.—There was quite a beavy 
frost reported from various paris of this coun- 
ty this morning. Cotton 1s damaged in many 
places. 

Cantos, May 22.—The cold spell will do 
much serious damage to the cora and cotton, 
but will not burt wheat and oats as long as it 
remains dry. 

ALBANY, May 23.—Itis not thought that the 
present cold wave has done or will do much 
serious damage in this vicinity. Cotton will 
be set back seme, but other products, includ- 
ing truck and fruit, are too far advanced. It 
is too early yet to tell the results. 

Jongsnoro, May 23.—Some of our oldest 
citizens say last night was the cuidest they 
ever saw for the time of year. Frost was 
seen in many places, but up to this writing 
no visible damage done to crops, though the 
cotton plant luoks badly. 

Avcusta, May 23.—There was a slight frost 
here last night, but the damage is said to be 
small. The tender vegetables loox somewhat 
wilted, but it is not thought that truck farms. 
are injured to any greatextent. Cotton has 
certainly been retarded, if not permanently 
injured. The weather this morning was cold, 
but much warmer later in the day. Fruit 
does not appear to have suffered from the 
coid snap. 

MakierTa, May 23.—Last night was the 
coldest Known here for the time of year fur 
many years. The thermometer down to 
forty-one degrees, and frost reported in many 
sections of the county. 


THE YEAR WITHOUTr A SUMMER 


Ike Story of the Phenomenai Weather That Fol- 
lewed the Geld Spring of 1516. 

From the New York Sun. 

During a cold spring like that which is just 
now drawing to an end, people generally con- 
sole themseives with the reflection that the 
sun will eventually g-t the victory, and that 
summer will certainiv come at last, though 
ils coming nay be delayed. Uncertain as the 
weather is, the general features of the season 
recur With a regularity which warrants the 
coufidence thus reposed in the annual re- 
turn of seed time and  bharvest; but 
there are instances on record in which 
even the seasons seem to have lost their char- 
acteristic features, as if the ordinary laws of 
meteorology had been tentporarily suspended. 
A remarkabie case of this kind, and one 
which the long continued cold weather of 
this spring makes particularly interesting jnst 
now, 1s that of the year 1816, which has been 
calied “the year withoutasummea.’’ A com- 
munication printed in the Congregationalist 
gives the foliowing summary of the weather 
of this remarkable year: . 

January and February were mild; March 
was cold; April began warm, but ended in 
snow andice. Ice tormed an inch thick in 
May, and fields were planted over and over 
again till itywas too late to replant. June 
was the oldest ever known in this latitude, 
frostand ice were common. Almost every 
green thing was killed; fruit nearly ail de- 
stroyed. Saow fell to the depth of ten inches 
in Vermont, seven in Maiue, three in the in- 
terior of New York, and also in Massachu 
setts. There were a few warm days. It 
was called a dry season. But little rain 
fell, The wind blew steadily from the 
north, cold and fierce. Mothers knit extra 
socks and mittens for their children in the 
spring, and woodpiles that usually disap- 
peared during the warm spell, in front of tue 
houses were speedily built up again. Plant- 
ing and shivering were done tegether, and 
the farmers who worked out their taxes on 
the country roads wore overcoats and mittens. 
in atownin Vermonta fiock of sheep be- 
longing to a farmer had been sent as usual to 
their pasture. On the 17th of Junea heavy 
snow storm fell in New England. The cold 
was intense. 

A tarmer who hada large field of corn in 
Tewksbury built fires around it at night to 
ward offthe frost. slany an evening he and 
his neighbors took turns watching them. He 
Was rewarded with the only® crop of corn in 
neigaborhood. Considerable damage was 
done in New Orlerns in consequence of the 
Mississippi river. Fears were entertained 

bat the sun was cooling off, and throughout 
New England all pienics were strictly pro- 
hibited, 

July was accompanied with frost and ice. In 
dian corn was nearly ali destroyed ; some favor 
ably situated fields escaped, August was more 
cheeriess, if possible, than the summer month 
whick preceded it, Ice was furmed half an 
inch in thickness. Indian corn was so frozen 
that the vyreater part was cut down and dried 
tor fodder, Aimost every green tiiing was 
destoyed in this country and in Europe, Oa 
the 30th snow fell at Barnet, forty miles from 
London. Very little corn ripened in New 


| supplied themselves from corn produced in 


1815 for seed in the spring of 1817. 
It sold at from $4 to $5 per bushel. 
September furnished about two weeks of 


the pleasantest weather of the season, but in 
the latter part of the month ice formed an 
inch thick. October had more than its 
share of cold weather. November was cold 
and.snowy. December was cemfortable, 
and the winter following was mild. Very 
little vegetation was matured in the eastern 
and middle states. The sun’s rays’seemed to 
be destitute of heat during the summer; all 
nature was clad in a sable hue, and men ex- 
hibired no little anxiety concerning the fu- 
ture of this life. 

The average price of flour during the year 
in the New York market was $13 per barrel 
The average price of wheat in England was 
ninety-seven shillings per quarter. Bread 
riots occurred throughout Great Britain in 
1817, in consequence of the high price of the 
staff of life. 


THE ICE ABROAD. 


The Cergealing of the Waters and the Falling ef 
the Snuow. 


Lyxcuetre; May 23 —The snow fell last 
night a foot deep on the line of the Rich- 
mond and Alleghany railroad, between 
Lynchburg and Clifton forge. - The weather 
is exceedingly cold, and is doing considerable 
damage to the crops. 

St. Lovis, May 23.—A heavy frost ovcurred 
on Monday and Tuesday nights’ throughout 
the southern and part of central missouri, 
and particularly in that section cf Illinois 
swept by the tornadoes last Friday night. 
Eariy vegetables are almost. entirely 
destroyed and fruit and grain are badly 
damaged. Ice from one-eighth to one- 
quarter of an inch thick formed in some 
localities. 


THE SMALLPOX. 


The Diseasc Spreading Out From a Cincinnati Music 
School. 


CINCINNATI, May 23.—A letter has been re 
ceived from the town marshal of Robinson, 
Ill., addressed to John F. Wiltz, undertaker, 
saying that the body of Miss Young arrived 
by express at that place on May 4, after be- 
ing embalmed by Wiltz, with a burial permit 
signed by Dr. Bramble, health officer, and a 


certificate signed by three physi- 
cians that the disease was puer- 
peria hemorrage. and that the body 


was exposed to view and has spread the coun- 
try with smallpox. He savs Miss Young died 
while attending Miss Bauer’s music schovol. 
It is true that the girl died as Jones says, and 
that the physicians said the Oisease was not 
smal]pox, but two persons have since been 
taken with smallpox at Miss Bauer’s school, 
and the place has been thoroughly quaran- 
tined. 

LAncAsTER, Pa., May 23.—Smallpox of a 
virulent type has broken out in Lancaster 
county prison, andthe institute has been 
placed in quarantine by the local board of 
health. No pr+rson, with the exception of 
keeper and physicians, are allowed to leave 
the building and a similar prohibition has 
been placed on all manufactured goods. At 
present six prisoners are ill with the disease. 

NEw ORLEANS, May 23 —The Times-Demo- 
erat, Jacksonville, Fia., special reports great 
excitement there abont the smallpox. There 
were eleven cases to-day. 

Wasasincton, May 23.—The national board 
of health has been informed that eleven 
deaths from yellow fever have occurred 
among the soldiers at Santiago de Cuba dur- 
ing April.

THE HHALTH FUND, 


The Marine D oe'ors to Take Charge ef the Epidemi 
a Ps 


WASHINGTON. May 23.—The secretary of the 
treasury has written to the surgeon-general 
of the marine hospital service, of which the 
following is a copy: The president has di- 
rected the secretary of the treasury to take 
charge of the expenditure of the appropria- 
tion on the sundry civil appropriation act of 
M rch 3, 1883, for the prevention of the spread 
of epidemic diseases. The department has 
determined to commit to the surgeon-general 
of the marine hospital service the inguiry 


into the need and use of the money and 
the duty of -applving it in cases 
that arise thereupon, and you 


are hereby authorized to make requisition 
from time to time for such sums as may be 
deemed necessary to carry into effect the pur- 
pose of said appropriation, to be expended in 
accordance with existing regulations of the 
marine hospital service. 

Treasurer Wyman to-day issued notices to 
all national banks that in pursuance of an 
opinion of the at.orney-general, no return of 
deposits and capital will hereafter be requir- 
ed of the national banks as it is held that the 
duty on said items was repealed by the act of 
March 3, 1883, ceased with the duty due and 
payable January, 1883.

THE PL&R&URO-PNtUMONIA. 


Ite Appearance Among the Cattle Causing Great 
7 


Alarm Ameng the Dealers. 

WasuHincton, May 23.—The appearance of 
contagious pleuro pheumonia among the 
cattle in this vicinity is causing much unea- 
siness to dairymen and stockmen. Thus far 
only five cases are positively known to have oc- 
curred, all at a place cailed Beaning’s bridge, 
in the suburbs of the city. Buta number of 
others have been reported to the authori- 
ties. Four of the infected § animals 
in the cases above referred to have 
died, and the fifth has just been removed to 
the experimental veterinary station, recently 
established here, under the direction of the 
agricultural department. Every effort will 
be made to preventaspread of the disease, 
but there is much anxiety asto the result, 
forthe reason that when the pleuro pneu- 
monia appeared here in precisely a similar 
way in 1878, it spread to Maryland and 
Virginia, and was with difficulty stamped 
out. . 


A BUCKET SHOP VICTORY. 


Competition will not be Interfered with by the Courts 
_ ¢ Sheps May Kua, 


CaicaGo, May 23.—Judge Luilyin the cir 
cuit court decided in favor of the bucket 
shops in their contest with the board of trade, 
and the telegraph companies, thus taking the 
contrary view to that held by two of the fed- 


eral judiciary and_ also of the 
two state judges having fconcur- 
rent jurisdiction with him. An in 


junction had been granted by the court against 
the Western Union Telegraph company to re- 
strain it from moving its ucker from the pub- 
lic grain and stock exchange, by which 
the board of trade quotations had been 
given. The court held that the controversy 
involved simply the question of competition. 
The board ot-trade was endeavoring to sup- 
press the business ofits rivals by suppressing 
the bucket shups. So iong as the board al.ow- 
ed the telegraph companies to have agents on 
iis fluor to gather and send out quotations, it 
could not be allowed to discriminate as to 
whom the quotations should be sent, The in- 
junction wuuld therefore stand until the mat- 
ter had been passed upon by the supreme 
court of the state.

- TALKING WITH TILDEN. 


HOW THE VETERAN PARRIES UN- 
DESIRABLE QUESTIONS. 


Blushing end R sy, He is the Picture of Health as He 
Site Erect in Hie Chair—A Look Through Gis 
Hous’, Which is a Palsee of Birgence— 
When His Voice is Weak, 


New York, May 23.+A reporter of the 
World having failed to secure a direct inter- 
view with Mr. Tilden, made a request to see 
the new part of the house, about which so 
much has been written. This request was 
readily co nplied with. [he old library, where 
he received the committee from the national 
democratic convention of 1880, in which 
ex-Governor Stevenson stood when he ad. 
dressed Mr. Tilden, remains unchanged, with 
the same book-cases well filled as heretofore, 
The large dining room at the rear has been 
overhauled. The row of columns that stood 
in the center of the room has been removed, 
while the sides have been ornamented and the 
ceiling decorated with carving and fres 
coing. It is transformed into one 
of tbe most costly and gorgeous 
dining roomsin any residence of the city. 
Passing through che door leading from the 
old library, the new building erected on the 


west side of the old residence was entered. 
No idea could be formed as to how the library 


ceiling is yet plastered, the workmen being 
still engaged on the floor. It is in size suffi- 
cient to accommodate some of the great pub 

lic libraries, and evidently was built with the 
idea of enduring forages. Immediately over 
the library are the bedroom and bathroom in- 
tended for Mr. Tilden’s own use. The bath 
room is fitted up with a porcelain bath tub, 
The windows of the sitting room open to a 
view on the large yard and garden. in the 
rear.» Lhe same exquisite taste in decoration 
is seen in this part of the house, as wag, wit- 
nessed in that portion over the library.’ The 
floors here are inlaid with elaborate désigns 
of wood, and plainly intended to avoid the 
use of carpets, but the substitution of the 
Oriental style of rugs in the piace of carpets, 

THE OLD MAN FOUND, : 

After viewing the wonders of ‘lis private 
palace, the reported returned through the old 
library and there found Mr. Tilden sitting at 
a table, busy perusing a work. He sat erect, 
his countenance looking more fresh, his 
cheeks wearing the color of health, and none 
of the signs of feebleness tbat were plainly 
visible nine months ago. There was stilla 
tremble in his right hand, but that, too, was 
less than formerly. After exchanging the 
compliments of the day an effurt was made 
tointerview him. The effort was a failare. 
The first attempt was met with the response 
that-he couldn't assent toan interview on 
any subject for publication. If he did for 
one he wdtld be run down by representatives 
of all the papers. 

‘T would like, Mr. Tilden, to get your views 
of the change in the World and its new de- 
‘parture.”’ 

There is,’’ said he, ‘‘a very good field for a 
democratic paper here, and I kuow Mr. Pulit- 
zerisa wideawake journalist, buat I cannot 
consent to express any opinion for publication 
on that or any other subject,’’ and from that 
moment he parried all questions with others. 
The most ardent attemp.s failed to secure any 
expression of opinion. Mr. 
was not as strong as it Was when he was gov- 
‘ernor, but was perceptibly stronger than a 
year ago. It was not as weak when he asked 
a question as when a reply was desired from 
him. 


BEWILDERED TABOR. 


A Suit In Which the Ex-Senator’s Scandals are 
Brought Out. 

Denver, Cot,, May 21.—The greats ensa- 
tion in Colorado was the verdict of the jary 
in the suit of ex-Senator H. W. Tabor aguinst 
William H. Bash, the paitner of Tador in 
the proprietorship of the Windsor hotel. The 
affuir is sensationa! because it involves the 
social, political and financial standing of the 
two prominent Colorado citizens, and also be- 
cause of the political points involved in the 
trial. A few days after Tabor’s return to the 
senate he made an effort to collect $19,500 
whick he claimed as the balance of 


Bush’s indebtedness to him. pressed 
bis claim from day to day, Bush otaining 
that the claim was unjust. The 19th of 


April Bush resigned as manager of the labor 
grand epera houre. Befvre deing so he drew 
from the opera house treasury $2,000 and part 
of his salary for nineteen months as mana- 
ger. For this reason Bush was cited before 
the grand jury and indicted, two days after 
ward, for embezzlement. At midnight, 
April 23d, Tabor caused a writ of attachment 
to be served on Bush's interest in the Wind- 
sor hotel, amounting to . $30,000. The 
case came off before the dis- 
trict court the Munday following, and the 
writ of attachment was dismissed’ upon 
technical grounds, the complainant failing to 
show actual indebtedness. The indictment 
against Mr. Bush was at the same time trans: 
ferred to the criminal court, and the trial set 
for May 18. Last Saturday the case came to 
trial, the Hon. Willard Teller and E. O. 
Walcott appearing for Bush, and Congress- 
man Belford, Tabor’s political enemy, appear- 
ing for him. The taking of testimony con- 
sumed twelve hours, and lasted till mid- 
night, when it was submitted to thejury. To- 
day the argument was made, occupying two 
hours, The jury returned in five minates with 
a verdict of acquittal for Mr. Bush. The 
trial was had without reference to Bush’s 
indebtedness to Tabor, and it was shown that 
Bush had the nght, as manager of the opera- 
house, to take the $2,000 which was due him. 
There is a significance of many aspects in this 
prosecution Formany years fabor and Bush 
have been inseparable in business and social 
relations.§ In the civil complaint Bush denies 
specifically a 1 the important items and sets up 
counter claims, of which the following are 
the most important: $75.000 damages for ma- 
licious prosecution; $13,000 for commissions 
unpaid for managing the opera houses in 
Denver and Leadville; $19,000 for special 
services, as per agréement in aiding Tabor’s 
election to the United States senate and in 
procuring for hima divorce from his wife, and 
bringing about his marriage with Miss Mc- 
Court. Bush’s answer is a voluminous and 
highly sensational document.

KRUM’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


A Prominent Citizen of &t. Louis Withdraws Frem 
Publie View. 

St. Lovis, May 23.—Ex-Judge Chester H. 
Kruim left this ned for Chicago, on Thursday, 
April 26, ostensibly 10 attend to some‘ jaw 
business. Since then it has been reported by 
his father, Judge John Krum, with whom 
he had been a law partner, tha: he was very 
sick in Chicago and tant week he stated that 
bis son was at Dr. William A. Hammond’s, 
New York city, being treated forsome dis- 
ease. A telegram from New York to-day, 
however, stated Dr, Hammond had 
hi Ag whatever of Chester 
rum. Inquiries were then made at the lat- 
ter’s residence and his father’s, and at the 
taw office, but answers were refused. It was 
farther stated that Judge Krum since had 
acknowledged to Sheriff Mason, who is the 
legal adviser of Judge Krum, Jr., that no one 
was coguizant of his son’s whereabouts. A 
ew days ago the probate court issued a cita- 
tion on the estate of Charles W. Ford, of 
which Chester Krum is administrator. He 
has failed to make a report to the court since 
July, 1882; he has also failed to report in the 
estate of Daniel W. Bell, of which he is also 
administrator. Wnder these circumstances, 
Mr. Krum’s disappearance, if it may be so 
called, causes much e:mment. He is one of 
the best known lawyers in St. Louis. 
a@ prominentrepublican, was appointed United 
States district attorney by President Grant 
and was subsequently elected judge of the 
circuit court here. This position he resigned, 
ooweyer, in order to act as counsel for de- 
fendants in the celébrated whisky trials of 
several years ago. The whole affair of his dis- 
appearance or absence involves much myste- 
ry and reticence by his family and friends is 
regarded as very singular, to say the least. 
He was engaged in several important lawsui‘s 
here, to attend to which his presence is abso- 
luteiy necessary. There are rumors that hé 
has lost several thousand dollars playing po- 
ker lately, but of this there is no direct evi- 
dence. Mr. Krum was married and has a 
large family of children. 

ANOTHER DISAPPEARANCE, 

St. Lovrs, May 23 —Another mysterious 
disappearance has cometo light here. A 
young lady named May Jones, a niece of ex- 
Senator Wear, of Popular Biuft, Mo., left that 
place April 23 for St. Louis, and arrived here 
the next day. She is known to have gone to 
the union depot and is supposed to have left 
un some train, but since then nothing has 
been heard of her. Her friends are ina state 
of great anxiety. She is described as a severe 
studentand religious enthusiast, and from 
slight mental derangement she is supposed 
to have wandered away. Detectives are work- 
ing on the case, butso farno clue of ber 
whereabouts have been discovered. 


NASH VILLE’S JUBILEE. 


A Cloudlesas Day—A Profusion of Bounty, and Hests 
of Soldiers.

THE FATAL FLAMES. 


A New Yerk Conflagration in Which Life is Lost— 
Distreasiag Scenes. 
Nrw York, May 23 —A fire occurred this 
morning iu building 190 Green street. Soon 
the upper part of the house was in flames. 
Richard y. Sned carriedon a manufactory of 
artificial leaves and glass finish ip the build- 
ing, on every floor of which a number of men 
and women were at work. No time was given 
those in the upper stories to escape by the 
stairway, and in the simultaneous rush made 
for the windows and roof, scenes of ind s 
cribable excitement followed. Shrieking 
women and men maddened by fright crowded 
every avenue of escape, strugging for their 


lives. Assistance from without could not be 
rendered. In afew minutes ail was over and 


those who could had found safety on the 
roofs of adjoining buildings by perilous 
climbings. Distressing rumors of numbers 
having been left in the burning house to 
perish, flewfrom mouth to mouth. A wo- 
man, whose name was not ascertained, was 
carried out unconscious, suffocated by smoke. 
A police officer made his way tothe burning 
room on the secon’ floor and brought out 
the corpse of a child burned to death. Tne 
insensible woman was sent tothe hospital, 
but died on the way. The firemen succeed- 
ed in extinguishing the flames in half an 
hour. The upper part of the house was 
gutted. 

Later investigation proved thatonly one 
life as lost by the fire, that of the suffocated 
woman, Mrs, Louisa Galdan, the proprietor 
of the manufactory of artificial leaves, a 
widow. The child that was counted one of 
the victims by the police was carried out of 
the adjoining house in the confusion. It had 
died yesterday. Mrs. Gulden was seventy 
years old, and had lost her life while giving 
the alarm of fire to the people in the upper 
part of the house.

An Irish Newspaper Seized by the Government fe:

Dupin, May 23.—The police have seized 
the plant of the Kerry Sentinel and pre- 
vented the publication of that paper, which 
is the property of Mr. Harrington, member of 
parliament for Westmeath. The cause of the 
seizure, it is supposed, was the publication of 
a notice in the Sentinel asking persons desir- 
ous of joining the Invincibles to attenda 
meeting which was to be held last Sunday. 
The notice appeared in last Saturday’s issue, 
and was a seditious placard beginning: ‘‘To 
Hell with the Queen!”’ 

Archbishop Croke, of the diocese of Cashel 
and Emly, arrived home to day on his return 
from Rome, and was given an enthusiastic 
welcome. In reply to an address presented 
to him, he said he had no reason to be dissat- 
isfied with his visit to Rome. 

it is announced that the marines whu have 
been assisting the police in Ireland will be 
withdrawn. 

Two more arrests have been made at Castle- 
ber in connection with the recently discover- 
ed murder conspiracy in the county Mayo.

LORD LORNE’s SUCCESSOR. 


The Marquise of Lansdowne Appointed Governor -Gen 
eral of Cavada. 

Lonpon, May 23.—Lord Lansdowne, who 
bas been appointed successor to Lord Lorne 
as governor general of Canada, is a rising 
young whig politician of considerable ability 
and the highest character. He is one of the 
most extensive Jand-owners in Ireland,where 
his ancestors for generations back have lived. 
His estate is over 135,000 acres in extent, and 
he is said to bea model landlord. In April, 
1880, Mr. Gladstone appointed him under sec- 
retary for Indla, but when the goyv- 
ernment _ introduced the compensa. 
tion for disturbances in Ireland bill he op- 
posed iton the ground that its provisions 
were unnecessarily harsh and unjust to the 
Irish people. To show his great faith in 
tnem, he spent part of the following winter 
on his estates at Kerry; but before more than 
half the season had passed he was obliged to 
leave there on account of the disturbed con- 
dition of the country. Lord Lansdowne mar 
ried adaughter of the duke of Abercorn, 
who was lord lieutenant of Ireland during 
part of Lord Beaconfield’s administration. 
He is thusa brother-in-law of Lord George 
Hamilton, who is now ackno wledged as one 
of the leaders of the tory party.

The Blessing ofc Imperial Flag~A Ride Through 
the Streets. 

Moscow, May 23.—The ceremony of bless- 
ing the imperial tlag was performed in the 
kremlin to day in the presence of the emper- 
or, empress, imperial family and the emper 
or’s military household. The emperor and 
empress drove from Alexandroosky palace to 
the kremlin in an open carriage and without 
an escort. The duke of Montpensier and the 
duke of Aosta, who are to represent the Span- 
ish and Italian courts, respectively, at the 
coronation, have arrived here. During the 
parade yesterday General Sturm, head master 
of the ceremonies, was thrown from his horse 
and had his skull fractured.

The excellence of the farm owned by Mr, 
Henry J. Hill on Broad riverin this county 
is proverbial fer miles around, and the fine 
yields of bis broad acres have long astonished 
many people who are accustomed to a less 
vigorons mode of farming. 

Some time since we told Mr. “Hill that we 
bad a great desire to visit his wonderful 
place, and he very cordially assured us that 
a hearty welcome awaited usat Earldom farm. 


But he very modestly remarked that we 
would be disappointed in our expectations 
of his place. 

So last week, having gotten that issue of 


the Gazette well under way, and the mailing 
in sight, we turned our horses head to the 


northw ard with Henry Hill's as our destina- 
tion. The Mallorysvilleroad leads along part 
of the distance, 

ON THE WAY. 

Passing Mr. C. E. Smith's, a mile or two 
out, we found his front gate standing at an 
inviting angle and a brvad road way lea ing 
up to en elegant suburban residence. The 
magnificent oaks with their cooling shade al- 
most tempted usin. In the bows of these 
trees many cunning little squirrels toy with 
their God-given food unmolested. Mr. Smith 
who was trained under the old school, never 
lets an Opportunity pass to have a little joke 
on the new fangied intensive farmer. Buthe 
has entered a wheat rasing tournament with 
Judge Wingfield, anotber old school tarmer, 
and it yet remains to be seen whether or not 
he can joke the farmers of this school too. 

Nine miles out is the beautiful home and 

surrounding farm of Mr. J. W. Wilkinson, 
one of the model farmers of Wilkes county. 
= residence 1s newly painted, bis steam yin 
nd saw mill well bull: and finely equipped 
ith the best machinery, and the cotton bales 
li piled up under a shed like a big bank 
account, 

Furcher on is the hospitable home of Mrs. 
Moss, with a beautiful woodland view in 
front. Here lives our bandsome and appre- 
ciated correspondent Irom that part of the 

oubty. 
AT MR, HILL'S, 

After an eighteen mile drive in the cool of 
the evening, we arrived at Mr. H. J. Hili’s, 

The first indication that we were nearing 
his home was the sight of a vast field of oats, 
the fences enclosing about 175 acres. These 
oats are altogether volunteers, not a seed 
having been sown in the field since the oats 
wer@cut. Mr. Hill remarked to us that he 
told bis neighbors last sunimer after they had 
laid by the crops, if they would turn under 
this field tor vulunteer oats he wouid give 
them three-fourths of the yield. They gladly 
and now havea tine prospect fora 
big oat crop) The stand, of course, is not so 
good as if the oats bad been weil sown, butit 
is very good and the oats are fine. The stand 
looks the oats had been carelessly 
Sown. ; 

Arrived at Mr. Hil 
some residence, fiaished off 
modern style of architect

i's we found a very hand- 
after the most 
ure, very tastily 
painted, and located on a well shaded hill, 
a quarter of a mile back from the main road. 
The fences, summer houses. etc., are finished 
off and painted in the same style with the 
residence. The grand old oaks make ade 
lightful shade, and out throughs the beautiful 
vistas that are formed by these trees, the 
green fields of clover and the waving grain can 


_be seen in almost every direction. 


Mr. Hill and his interesting family of wife 
and daughter, are the occupants of this de- 
lightiul home. Princely hospitality abounds 
here, and ‘“‘stranyger is a sacred name.”’ 

A short ramble around the yards ended the 
day with us. The happy surroundings pre 
pared us for a good day on the morrow. We 
sniffed the pure fresh air of the early morn- 
ing, and ielt a kindly feeling toward all 
men. 

Mrs. Hill's inviting table is overspread with 
many toothsome luxuries raised at- home. 
Mrs. Hill takes a great interest in butter mak- 
ing. Says she could never consent to part 
with this industry. She may well feel proud 
of ber product. It is as yellow as gold, and 
this luscious butter always commands a pre- 
mium in the market. Mrs. Hill’ markets 
about twenty pouuds a wees in this place, it 


being taken regularly by the hotel, besides 
home consumption; and she has been ap 
plied to for her bu'ter by seyeral hotels in 
the cities, 


A WORLD OF OATS. 

After breakfast atau early hour Mr. Hili 
ordered out his fine span of horses (for one 
of which be has a standing bid.of $500) and 
started for a ride over bis magnificent farm. 
In th entire tract of land there are about 
two thousend acres, all under fence. Oats 
are the preduminating crop. Last year Mr, 
Hill raised on his place eighteen or twenty 
thousand bushels. Hethreshed sixteen thou- 


sand and ieft three or four thousand in the 
sheaf. He sows in the fall altogether, plows 
into his cotton, always rotating his land as 


far as possible. He says that in bis early ex- 


perience, one year be made a total failure 
because he sowed in the spring: that grain 
sown in the fall gets the start of the grass 


and weeds that spring sown grain has to con- 
tend With. sesides the large field of volun- 
teer oats before menti oned. Mr Hill has 
several huudred more acres in oats, that were 


regularly sown. They are heading nicely 
and are by far the finest we have seen 
this year. He =te his oats are not near so 


goog as they were last year, but he has a 
larger area “pl lentade A field of seventy-tive 
acres tbat is now in cotton, Mr. Hill peinted 
out and remarked to us that last year he had 
that field in oatsand they were extraor- 
dinurily fine he had the oats measured. The 
yieid was 797-8 bushels peracre. The happy 
owner of this fine farm certainly bas more 
oats than the traditional Carter had. He 
says they pay him better than cotton, andthe 
labor is so much less; that the oats he doesn’t 
sell he feeds to his work stoc kK, colts, hogs, 
etc., that oats converted into horse or mule 
Nesh pays him hbanesomely. The harvest 
fieids are not grazed atali; bat the Tass ayd 
weeds that grow up after the grain is cut are 
left on the land to fertilize it. 

Mr. Hill has large orders from wholesale 
merchants in Augusta forall the smal! grain 
he cares to seil. 


SO 


FINE WHEAT, 

The next growing crop that attracted our 
attention was the large area in wheat. ‘This 
is by far the finest we have seen this year—as 
line as we ever saw anywhere, We bad no 
idea we would find this grain so far advanced. 
lts average height by ectual measurement is 
fourand @ haif feet, and it is headed out 
beautifully. Mr. Hill raised 920 bushels last 
year, and this year will perhaps go above 

bat. He plants the purple straw, principally, 


preferriog this to all others; though he has 
in some Dallas wheat as an experiment. The 
latter is not near sv good as the former. He 


las.receutly purchased the latest improved 
reaper and twine binder at a cost of $300. 
C RN, 

The low grounds on this place are devoted 
w corn growing, and on account of the wet 
weather comparatively Jitthe has yet been 
panted -Last year Mr. Hill raised 3,300 
vusbels, and no year does he fail much if any 
behind this amount. He pointed out a large 
cribot corn and showed us how fall it was; 
said they had to take off the top to fill it up. 
As there is plenty of corn seg oh this crib, it 
Willi not be touched unt'l he the 
crop will tury out this year,

iTTON 
Of this Mr. Hill raises about 175 bales each 
year, but he says itis the last consideration 
with bim. We noticed the hands were 
“knoc ‘king off’ the cotton, as it is called, A 
board is fastened to tle plow cross ways and 
ie virt is knocked off of the cotton just be- 


oan ce weeds that 
coming up. Mr. Hill works everything to} 
the best advantage. This is light work on a 

mute, so a plow is hitched to each trace chain | 
and two bands follow each mule and knock 
off two rows every time the mule crosses the 
field. In the field that yielded such fine oats 
last year, now in cotton, no fertilizer was 
used under the latter. 

CLOVER, GRASSES, ETC. 

Mr. Hill has several fields in clover, or- 
chard grass and Greenland pea, and alter- 
nates in grazing his stock and cattle in the 
different ticids. Tbese crops grow as luxuri- 
antly as we ever saw them in the middie 
states. He grows the red clover and hog 
clover. , 

He alway s has a number of colts on hand, 
and the capering and whickering little fellows 
give great promise of good horses. 

Mr. Hil! has a flock of sheep known as the 
“Native Kentcky.”’ They have remarkably 
fine wool; it is not matted atall, and averages 
eight inches in length. The shearing last 
year averaged eleven pounds to the sheep 
and brought thirty cents a pound. [hey do 
not shed their wool like the ordinary sheep. 
The place where they lie down at night is 
— clean, and one of them seldom dies. 

n the herd of cattle there is a Jersey bull, 
and the other cattle are improved breeds. 

The barns are the best constructed we ever 
saw, and there is an abundance of grain and 
ae ender stored away in uumbers “of- houses 
yuilt jor the purpose. In a granary in 
another part of the premises Mr. Hill keeps 
his chvice zrain for seed and for milling. 

Mr. Hill bas worked county chaingangs 
froin several counties, and has about fifteen 
convicts nuw. Many of his hired hands are 
ex-convicts that liked him so weil they 
remained with him after there terms were 
out. 

One great secret of his success in farming 
is that there is no idle hands on bis piace. 
The women and all have to work or find some 
other home. Thereis a ce:tain tract that 
Mr. Hill has turned over to the negroes for 
their own use. The women have al! day Sat- 
urday and the men haif of that Cay to devote 
to their individual patches. 

Some vears Mr. Hill bas meat to sell, but 
generally he has tosupplement what he raises. 
This be rermarked is the only thing in the way 
of provisions we have to buy. 

Time and space fail us to write of this mag- 
nificent furm,-its fields without gullies and 


with ditched bottoms, its strong fences, 
orchards, and many other admirable fea- 
tures. 


After a most enjoyable visit to the hospita- 
ble home of Mr. Henry J. Hill, and many 
pleasant thoughts of him and lis family, we 
turned our face homeward.

Crime, June Sth. 

Stevenson, the miserable wretch who bru- 
tally murdered bis aunt in Gwinnett county, 
and whose sickening and disgusting story of 
Lis dedense shocked the public at the time of 
the trial, will meet his death on the scaffold 
on the 5th of June, Governor McDaniel hav- 
ing declined to interfere with the execution 
of the sentence of the court. . The applica- 
tion for commutation has been in some 
weeks. The counse! for Stevenson presented 
20 application to Governor Boynton and he 
granted a respite in order that Governor 
McDaniel, who was soon to come into oflice, 
might take such action as he saw fit after the 
«ase bad been fully presented to him, Ste- 
venson was to be hanged on the 12th of May. 
lie was respited until the 8th of June. 
Governor Boynton did not pars on the case 
atali and when Governor McDaniel went 
into office the counsel for Stevenson asked to 
be heard. The governor appointed the 22d, 
and Mr. F. F Juban and Mr. 8. J. Winn, 
who had defended bim in the superior 
court and in the supreme court, appeared 
on that day and argued the matter belore the 

overnor. They claimed that the evicence 

d not justify the verdict, and said that Mrs, 
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Stevenson, the woman who was shot, had 
lived a good long time after the shooting, and 
was a»le to talk, and thata great many peo- 
ple visited her and heard from her the state- 
ment that Elbert Stevenson had shot her, and 
on that account the jury was not impartial. 
They helJ that it had beeome a settled 
belief in the county that he 
was the assassin and it was impossible for the 
prisoner’s counsel to make the impression on 
the jury that the defense merited. They also 
argued the testimony and discussed their 
theory, which was that the evidence did not 
show conclusively that Stevenson was gui'ty 
orthat he was the assassin They insisted 
that asthe evidence was circunistantial, it 
Was a case for commutation of the death 
penalty to imprisonment for life. After they 
were heard the governor examined the rec- 
ords and spent the afternoon and a great 
part of yesterday in looking into the case, 
After a full investigation, Governor McDan- 
iel decided that Stevenson's was nota case 
for executive clemency. The trial was more 
than six months after the commission of the 
crime, and the case had gone through all the 
courts. He did not think it a proper exer- 
cise of executive clemency to interfere, and 
accordingly Stevenson will swing.

This or- 
der McAfee either retused to obey or obeyed 
very slowly, whereupon Awtry drew a pistol 
and began firing at the negro. With the first 
report of the pistol the darkey turned to flee, 
but Awtry continued to shoot until eaca of 
the five chambers of his pistol had been 
emptied. The firing drew quite a crowd, but 
Awtry was not dismayed by the assembly - 
and defied the congregation. Finally Offi- 
cers Aldridge and Hildebrand came upon the 
scene and demanded Awtry’s surrender, but 
the demand was not observed, and the dray 
was brought into use. The shooting created 
quite an excitement in that section of the 
city in which it occurred, and after it was 
over it Was aszertained that only one of the 
five shots had taken effect, and that that shot 
had made a very slight wound 
in McAfees right arm below the elbow. 
Since the shooting McAfee has not been heard 
from except wheff be had his wound dressed, 
and nethiug is known as to the origin of the 
shooting, as Awitry was too drunk to talk. 
The charge against Awtry in the police court 
is drunk, disurderiy conduct and discharging 
fire arms within the city limits. The charge 
in the siate court is shooting at another.

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THE GILLE'IT FAILURE, 


The Legal Fight Over the Assetx»—The Missing Man 
Not Heard frum ¥ et. 

The Gillett failure is still in court and 
from presentindications will remain there 
forsome time. A lively fightis now going 
on over goods found in the possessiun ot 
merchants in Macon, Selma and New Or- 
leans, which the receiver and creditors claim 
isaportionof Gillett Bro’s. asserts, and 
properly the property of the creditors. The 
merchants however claim to have purchased 
the goods and each side is contending 
for their rights. The petition of the creditors 
for an order confirming the sale of goods he'd 
by the receiver has been granted by Judge 
Hammond, and on yesterday Mr, W. R 
Shropshire, of this citv, purchased a greater 
portion of the stock, paying for it $4 800. 
Some recent developments have led some of 
the creditors to believe that the late firm 
shipped a large stock of goods to Galveston, 
Texas, but it is feared it is now too late to 
derive apy benefit frgm_ an investigation 
The manner in which W.S. Gillet, the senior 
member of the firm, left the city, has long 
puzzled the minds ofall interested parties, in 
fact for some time many were of the opinion 
that he was. concealed in the city. AS a 
thorough search bas been made and a close 
watch kept .on the movements 0 
some of his friends and nothing 
hus been learned as to his where- 
abouts, there is but little hope of his arrest 
entertained by the authcrities as well as the 
creditors. Since his disappearance not one 
word has been heard of him, nor is 
it Known how he got away. All 
officials of plares of importance throughout 
the country have been notified and his arrest 
requested. Itis thought by many, some of 
whom. were his most intimate friends, that be 
has gone to North Carolina, his former home, 
and is in the mountains with his relatives. 

Phe recent proposition of J. T. Gillett, of 
Bainbridge, the junior partner of the firm, to 
pay fifty cents on the doliar was refused by 
the creditors. From the present indication 
it seems that that amount will not be paid by 
the firm’s assets and that the creditors will 
iose money by refusing to accept the proposi 
tion. ‘Lhis refusal was made with the hope 
of baving a better proposition offered, which 
has not yet been done.

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MAKING ASSESSMENTS. 


Comptroller-Geueral Wright Comes Down on the 
Kaliroad and Sieceping Car Companies. 

A few days ago Comptrolier-General 
Wright assessed the Brunswick and Albany 
railroad, raising the amount returned very 
considerably, and making a clear gain to the 
state of about eleven bundred deliars. The 
road isnot a very Valuabie property, but the 
comptroller general considered the return 
below what it should have been, and assessed 
it accordingly. He has also assessed the 
Georgia Pacific road. The road was returned 
at $674,500. Mr. Wright considered the re- 
turn too low and assessed the road at 
$1.162,400, which is upon a basis of ten 
thousand dollars . per mile, exclusive of 
bridges, tresties, equipmenis, ete. Mr. 
Wright bas also assessed the Pullman South- 
ern Car company and the Pullman Palace 
Carcompany. The law provides that these 
companies shall pay one percent of their 
gross earnings. The re‘urns made by the 
Puliman Palace Car company for the last 
quarter were so low that the tax derived fur 
that time would have been only three dollars 


and sixty-eight cents. The returnsof the 
Pullman Southern company were a little 


more and the tax would have amounted 
to about eighteen dollars. Mr. Wright ob- 
jected to the return, but the company held 
that it was liable tor only thatamount. The 
idea, under the advice of Judge Lochrane, 
was thatthe state was to receive one per 
cent not on the gross receipts from the sale*of 
berths, but from the part of the ticket vcon- 
sumed in Georgia, in other words, a ticket 
isseld forthbree hundred miles only one 
hundred of the distauce being within the 
state. The company heid that the state was 
to receive one percent of one third of the 
grossamount. Mr. Wright thinss the law is 
very clearly the otner way, and he has acted 
on thuatidea, bring unable to procure tacts

THE FUNERAL S&PRVICES OF THE 
LATE MRS. RIDLEY. 


The End ef a Terrible accident on the Boulevard— Laid 
to R-st in Oskiend Beside tc e Spot Where Siveps 
» Her Distinguished Pather, Senator Hiil— 
The Sorrow of H r Friends—ZE.c, 


At half past ten o'clock on yesterday the 
streetin front of Dr. Ridley’s residence 
was illled with carriages, that had brought 
friends who came to perform the last offices 
of love for the noble woman who was dead, 
and to express their sympathy with the be- 
reaved family. The house was crowded with 
friends, and there were flowers in simple 
branches or workedinto rare devices in the 
greatest profusion. Just outside the door, 
the physicians of the city, with touching 
thoughtfulness, had gathered, to the number 
of perhaps 70, and stood in open ranks, and 
with uncovered heads. 

The pallbearers were Messrs. 8, M. Inman, 
| Fe iS Spalding, T. L. Langston, 
R. AF Lowry, Jobn Fitten, 


F. P. Rice, C. E. Harmon, H.C. Jackson, H. 
W. Grady, W. A. Taylor, W. H. Venable, 
Harry Jordan, A. Waldo and A. H. Cox. As 
Dr. Rid:ey came down the steps, following 
the cuftiued remains of the woman he loved 
so weil, with ber widowed mother leaning on 
bis arm, bis face was sei and restrained. But 
when be saw the long lines of his comrades, 
fellow physicians that had turned aside from 
their busy |.ves, to assure him of their affec- 
tionand synipathy, the strong man gave 
way to his feeling, and his rare courage and 
self-control was uwvercome. 

The pallbearers ranged themselves alongside 
the hearse, and the doctors on foot in files of 
two followed it to the church as an escort, In 
the church the firstsix seats of the centre had 
been reserved fur tne family, the pallbearers 
and physicjans. Theaitar wasdecorated with 
greac taste, huge masses of lilies, snow white 
doves with outstretched wings and crosses al- 
most hiding it from view. As the minister en 
tered the church the choir sang, ‘‘Jesus Lover 
of my Sou.” General Evans read the lesson 
and the choir sang, ‘‘How Firm a Founda- 
tiop.”’ General Evans made a tenderand 
touching talk, based on a verse from first 


Thessalonians: *“‘ButI would not have you 
to be ignorant, rethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 


not even as those that have no hope.’’ He 
portrayed, with loving band, the virtues and 
¥races of Mrs. Ridley, whom he had known 


fund loved from tier girlhood, and bore a pas- 


tor’s testimony to the genuineness and _ sin- 
cerity of her good work. He said: | 

“Only a few days ago I saw a letter full of 
gentle sympathy and Jove, written by her to 
an Old school girl friend, who had just lost 
two lovely little children, Many letters 
cam? to this bereaved mother and all were 
valued highly, but n§ne more than the mes- 
sage from the heart of the friend of her girl- 
hood. Among otber things she said: 

“You must remember that we both now 
have some one in heaven who is waiting 
for us there—our little ones who have gone 
before us—and that they are waiting at the 
gates to welcome us when we come.’ 

.**Little did she know,’’ said the preacher, 
‘‘when she wrote these lines that the pearly 
gates were already ajar for her, and that her 
little one, with outstretched hand and eager 
face was already hurrying over the golden 
streeis to meet her, and welcome her to her 
eternal home.”’ . 

At the close of General Evans’s remarks. 
Dr. Tucker offered a beautiful and impressive 
prayer, and the choir then sang ‘‘ Beyond the 
Sunset’s Radiant Glow’’—an old song that 
had always been a favorite one with Mrs. 
Ridley. Dr. Tucker said that the last word 
he ever heard Mrs. Ridley say, was to make 
arrangements to give food and maintenence 
toa family of poor people. 

As the procession left the church, the 
flowers about the altar were transferred to 
the hearse, literally covering it. The physi- 
cians, in their working buggies, worn with 
honorable service, went ahead of the hearse, 
the pall-bearers following. At the special re 
questof Dr. Ridley Captain May and his fam- 
ily, followed the family in the line of mourn- 
ers. This wasin grateful appreciation of the 
rare and considerate hospitality of Captain 
and Mrs. May to the guest who was so sadly 
brought into their house. Had she been their 
own daughter they could not have been more 
sincere Or unremitting in their kindness and 
affection. The line of carriages was the 
largest, perhaps ever seen in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Ridley in two visits to the cemetery, 
made abuut a week before her death—one 
with her mother and the other with Mrs. 
Howell Jackson—had with particularity se 
lected thespotin which she wished to be 
buried. I.tisa few feet to the left of her 
father’s grave, and at the foot of a beautiful 
little tree. Thoughtful friends had preceded 
the mourners to the grave and its bare walls 
were covered with flowers. The ceremony in 
the cemecery Was short and simple, and at its 
couciusion the immense crowd slowly and 


Sadly dispersed. A few friends re- 
mained until the grave was tin 
ished, and then covered it with the 


freshest and purest of flowers. When they 
had finisbed their work of love, not ene inch 
of the bare dirt was visible. The mound was 
oue mass of lilies, as white as driven snuw, 
and above it two spotless doves were sus- 
pended, At the head and foot were double 
crosses of white, and it looked, in the loving 
eyes of those who left it, with the soft evening 
suoshine talling on it, emblematic of the pure 
and radiant woman whose memory it Was to 
perpetuate. 
Never, perbaps, in our history, has a death 
occurred tiat touched more hearts than this, 
and the stricken and bereaved family must 
know that they have the full and universal 
sympathy of our people.

The Case of the Two Gentlemen 
Superior Court.
